Carl Hyde Outlines Activities

‘The following is a brief summary
of some of the activities of your
Chamber of Commerce for the past
quarter, together with mention of a
few items that are believed to be
of general interest to the members.

At last things are shaping up to
the degree that public announce-
ment of the plans of the United

Concrete Pipe and Construction
Company is possible.

Prado. Negotiations then started
for the acquisition of this property,
and through the good offices of the
First National Bank the purchase
was effected.

“The president of the concern re-=
quested that no publicity be given
this deal until their plans had been
perfected and were ready to be
carried out. An unusual delay was
ogeasioned in connection with va-

cation proceedings for a street
running through the  parcel, to-
gether with the application before

the Railroad- Commission for per-
mit to construct a spur track con-
‘mecting with the Pacific Electric.
This extreme delay extending over
eight months Is indeed a good ob-
ject lesson to concerns interested
in this section. Had this property
been situated in Torrance, instead
of the Shoestring Strip, their plant
could have been erected and op-
erating months ago.

Of course, so far as the economic

relationship of the institution to
the community is concerned, its
effect will be substantially the

same. A very few weeks will see
this plant swinging into operation
and, judging from the executives
and personnel with whom this. bu-
reau has been in contact, will be a
substantial asset to this community.

As you probably have no-
ticed from press reports, an un-
anticipated delay has been suffered
in the actual construction of the
outfall, due to opposition by the
good people of San Pedro. How-
ever, the end of this controversy
seems to be in sight, when through
the influence of local representa-
tives in co-operation with commit-
tees from associated communities,
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com-
merce was instrumental in naming
a committee of disinterested, well
qualified engineers to make a thor-
ough study of various plans pro-
posed, together with the White's
Point outfall ‘site, and rendering an
opinion which will, without doubt,
be recognized by the State Board
of Health.

In the meantime, however, the
Board of Supervisors and County
Sanitation Engineer A. K. Warren
have agreed that a temporary
treatment plant will be constructed
on the property which will ulti-
mately be used as the screening
plant for the outfall, which will
take care of the sewage disposal of
District No. 5 in the meantime.

A very gratifying fact was re-
vealed in a report on this matter
by Mr. Warren at the last meeting
of the Harbor District Chambers
of Commerce, when he stated that
all work actually performed up to
date had only required approxi-
mately 76 percent of the estimated
costs for construction.
